SURRENDERED TO THE UNITED STATES. 


89＋ꝙ3—q/ͤ ZlDſ wel f 
Over Two Hundred Thousand Acres of Un- 
earned Lands in Michigan. 

LANSING, Mich., Sept. 26.—| Special. I Gov. 
Luce today surrendered to the United States 
the 220,000 acres of unearned lands in the 
upper peninsula, granted to the state by 
Congress in trust for the old Ontonagon & 
Brule River railroad and other upper penin- 
sula railroads.. The unearned lands were 
declared forfeited by Congress last spring 
and then thrown open tor settlement. In 


order to perfect the settiers’ titles the last 


legislature directed the Governor to release 
the title the state held tothe lands. The 
Governor has been at work since endeav- 
oring to secure data and description 
of the lands to be relinquished. 
The list: he desired was, after weeks of de- 
lay. secured from the United States land 
officers teu days ago. It has since been com- 
pared with the lands belonging to or patent 
ed by the state, and allswamp lands owned 
by the state absolutely, as as the lands 
before 
list before it was forw to Washington 
today. Representatives of the railroads in- 
terested have protested vigorously against 


the Governor’s action and will probably con- 


test their claims in court. 
Mr.wavker, Wis., Sept. 26.—[Special.}— 
The lands surrendered to the general gov- 


erument today by the Governor of Michigan 
were granted to a company formed to build 


what is knowa as the Ontonagon & Brule 
River railroad, from Ontonagon, or the shore

CHRISTIAN CONFERENCE.

The Chicago Avenue Church Crowded to 
the Doors in Welcome of the Noted 
Evangelist—After a Song Service, in 
Which Sankey Takes Part, Moody, Miss 
Willard, and Francis Murphy Make 
Addresses— Program for Today. 

Bless the Lord!”

gallery so that the stairways seemed tiers of 

faces, was a throng such as gathers only at 
the magnetic call of Moody. It was the 
opening session of the christian conference, 

Which is to continue for ten days, and over 


_ 2,600 people were present—ministers of the 


city churches, grayhaired veterans in the 
work, vubiicans and sicners, impecunious 
Wanderers of the streets, and prominent 
businessmen such as Mr. John V. Farwell 
and Mr. T. M. Avery. Moody's name will 
always attract a congregation limited 
only by the capacity of the hall. Yet 
Dwight L. Moody is as he was on his last 
visit, perhaps a little grayer, perhaps a little 
stouter, but the same unlettered man of geal 
Whose tongue is tutored py his heart, and 
whose heart is schooled by his love for man- 
kind. Simple, often ungrammatical, the lan- 
guage of even his prayers strikes a chord of 
sympathy in the hearts of those worshiping 
with him, and, among the Methodists partic- 


ularly, at the close of nearly every sentence, . 


roll up the audible responses that ao not in- 
terrupt but only increase the devotional 
spirit. 

A SONG SERVICE. 

As the session continued the spirit of 
sanctity grew. It was a song service, led by 
Prof. McGranahan, but Moody was the mov- 
ing spirit. Song followed song, with a large 
chorus on the platform leading and a grand- 
er chorus in the hail. If there was any lack 
of enthusiasm in the larger chorus, its mem- 
bers were spurred on by tie evang:tiist. 

“TI will ask the choir to sing thé fifty- 
seventh bymn and the congregation to come 
in on the chorus.” . 

That's good! sing it again.” 

Then the occupants of the gallery would 
be asked. to sing alone, and the great lay 
preacher would listen, and, if the volume of 
sound was not satisfactory, would demand a 
repetiuon. It was the same old thing; it 
was Moodyism, and M yism holds and 
fills with enthusiasm an audience. 

When this service had continued for some 
time the Rev. C. F. Gass, pastor of the 
church, gave some idea of the work of the 
conference, the considdration of practical 
methods of work, and the discussion of 
means to evangelize the masses, reclaim the 
talien, reform the intemperate, relieve the 
poor, and elévate the unfortunate. 

Ira D. Sankey followed him with a solo, 
opening with the words, Is thy cause of 
comfort failing?’ Earnestness is the secret 
of bis singing, as it is with Moody's preach- 
ing, and, though without method approved 
by musical critics, the people will listen and 
be moved even to tears by his voice, and the 
„amens will come up frdm the corners and 
from the platforms. After this solo Mr. 
Moody made a short address. 

MOODY'S BUMARSBS. 

“Many of you may be asking what's this 
new institution Mr. Goss has referred to,“ 
he began. “It’s to reach a class ot men 


that’s scared away from the ministry. Many 


a man without ary education feels that he'd 
Uke to be out in the vineyard. He's got a 
passion for souls and he hasn't got the means 
to get em. Heid like to preach the gospel 
but he doesn’t know how. S' posing he goes 
to a high school, and then to college. and 
then to a theological seminary—that’s twelve 
years. Put em on a man of 22 and where’s 
the man?

Now Pm 
goin’ to have Miss Willard talk, aad so’s to 
key ber up I want to have Mr. Sa.akey sing 
‘Throw Out tne Life Line,“ and the audi- 
ence must sing the choruses after the first 
verse.“ |

“Hold on! Have to call ahalt! This old 
gentleman did not sing at all, and that young 
man wasn’t trying. Sing it agaim” 

OTHER ADDRESSES. 

Miss Willard said she would be 50 years old 
next Saturday, and during all hey life she 
had never seen a time when the lghts were 
shining more brightly than they were 
through the windows of Chicago Avenue 
church. She rejoiced that women were to be 
prepared for the work of evangeliza uon as 
well as men, and that every one was to be 
taught to go out among the masses anc! bring 
salvation to those who would not enter the 
churches. 

Francis Murphy was the last speaker. He 
used a little of his brogue, told one or two 
Irish stories, and called out laughier and ap- 
plause. 

“Tam glad that the pilot has con e,“ he 
said. There is great work to bed one in 
your city, d’ye mind? You deserve the best 
there is to be had, and I hope you’li ha ve the 
world’s fair here, d’ye mind!“ [Vig orous 
applause. |

LIKELY TO BE A DOUBLE LYNCHING. 


Murderous Tramps Likely to Be 

* Strang Up by an Iowa Mob, 

An unwarranted and dastardly crime oc- 

curred at Reinbeck today. The trouble 

started at Holland, a few miles away, at 1 
o’clock this morning. J. N. Vennum, pri- 

cipal of the school, went to the depot to meet 

his wife. Two rough looking men were 

there, who accosted him, asking what time 

the train would arrive. He politely told them. 

They repeated the question several times in 

an insolent manner, when Vennum mani- 
fested annoyance at their persistence. They 

then began cursing and threatening him and 

drove him away. He found Constable Ack- 
erman and the two returned, the latter with 

a lantern, to arrest the miscreants, but they 

attacked the constable, breaking the lantern 

and setting the depoton fire. They escaped 

jin the darkness and the fire was extinguished 

by the citizens. Vennum went later after 

Sheriff Brown, who instituted a search for 

the villains. 

They were found at 10 o’clock at Reinbeck. 
inaboxcar. Thesheriff with three other 
citizens closed in and demanded the surren- 
der of the parties. They climbed out, when 
the sheriff commenced searching one of 
them, ordering his assistants to hold the 
other. The one being searched exclaimed: 
“Shoot the —— -——,” and a struggie at 
once began. The despéraddes Commenced 
running, one of them shooting at the 
posse as he ran. The sheriff returned 
the fire, nine shots being exchanged. 
The tramps were unhurt, but one of the 
buljets struck Archie Neat, an old resident, 
in the neck, penetrating the windpipe and 
inflicting a fatal wound. The villains es- 
caped in the excitement, but were overtaken. 
They surrendered later to Sheriff Brown and 
a posse of a hundred men on borseback in an 
open field. 

They were brought to the Marshalltown 
jail this evening for safekeeping and to pre- 
vent lynching. They gave their names as 
John White and Thomas Williams, and are 
desperate looking characters. White did all

‘the mob can be pacified the prisoners will be 
taken out of the jail before daylight.

DIFFICULTIES IN THD WAY.

amended. At the time it was framed the 
entire country was agitated uy the ex- 
posure of the Tweed ring rascalities and 
the tax restriction was perhaps wisely made. 
But the city has grown beyond the 2 per cent

Any 
successfui businessman, in extending his 
operations, 1s. compelled to borrow money, 
and there is no reason why the city should 
not do the same. 

‘* Another thing: I think the present gen- 
eration should not be required to stand the 
burden of the entire expense of such costly 
improvements. It is the next generation 
that will profit most by them, and they 
should r share just the same as they 
will be ca upon to pay part of the debt in- 
curred by the war. If any constitutional 
difficulty is found in eyo Jem enabling act 
that will permit Chicago to borrow the money 
for these improvements then, I think, 
arrangements should be made with private 
capitalists to erect the plants and lease them 
to the city tor aterm of years, giving the city 
a privilege of buying them at any ume the 
funas* become available.

—Statistics Tending to Show That On-“ 


cago’s Water Supply Will Never Be Af 
fected by the Sewage of the Northera 
Village—Cheap Method of Flushing the 
North Branch—The Ogden Dien. 


Mr. D. L. Shorey addressed the drainage 


boundary commissioners yesterday and 
thoroughly riddiea and exposed tne false and 
hollow arguments made by the speculative 
theorists in adv of the Evanston big 
ditch and the expensive Skokie cutoff. He 
demonstrated that those so-called arguments 
were based on a misapprehension of engineer 
ing and sanitary facts, and quite largely on 
a misrepresentation of financial gnd topo- 
graphical circumstunces. The whole subject 
has been befogged by the cooked statistics, 
the misleading interpretations of the law, 
and the perversions! indulged in by the 
scarcely disinterested theorists. 

Mr. Shorey said that once a territory was in: 
@luded in the drainage district there was no pro- 
vision of law by whieh it could be got out; there 
fore if Evanston was included it would be taxed 
for the whole Chicago scheme, even though ft 
should not derive one particle of benefit there- 
from. The drainage trustees, when elected, 
would doubtless oy! the proposal tor the 
Evanston ditch and the Skokie cutoff, yet it Was 
proposed to include Evanston because of both 
projects. This town would be taxed if included 
though not i of work 8 to drainage 
should be done within is limits. nder the cir- 
cumstances care should be taken not to include 
Evanston except for the strongest reasons, 

In Mr. Shorey’s judgment the reasons were all 
agatast the inclusion of the district. In the first 
place the 2 of Evanston did not want to 
come in. ey protested against it in public 
meetings and through their village board. ; 
The trustees,” interrupted Mr, Hurd, acted 
in their individual capacity.“ 7 

No such thing! retorted Mr. Shorey, and he 
produced the official protest of the village bo 

ainst Evanston's toclusion, 2 to 0 
official village seal thereon. “Mr. Hurd in this 
matter, Mr. Shorey went on, “neither repre- 
sents the interests nor the opinions of the people 
of Evanston,” and he referred to the petition 
opposing inclusion and which represented more 
than half the property of the village, The sign- 
ers of the petition opposed because it would 
a direct injury to include tnem, and there would 
be no compensatory benefits as an offset, and 
for the tollowing reasons: (1) The present sys- 
tem of sewage drainage of the region was made 
with reference to providing for the entire village 
for the carrying of the same away from the water 
supply. (2) The water supply bas never been 
polluted under the present system. (3) The 
plan proposed of putting in a Skokie cutoff 
would be a direct menace to the present water 
supply. (4) The sewage drainage of the village 
could never pollute the water supply of Chicago 
twelve miles away. (5) The plan proposed 
would involve the vill in enormous expense,’ 
and would involve an entire change in the pres- 
ent system, which would cost the village at least 

000. Under all the tircumetances it would 
be unjust to take the Evanston district into the 
er district against the protests of its peo- 
p 5 


ARGUMENTS THAT WILL NOT HOLD. 


According to Mr. Shorey the arguments urged 
in favor of inclusion were flimsy. There was tine 
argument about pollution ot Ohicago's water 
snpply by Evanston sewerage, for instance. 
This was too remote a contingency to de serious- 
ly argued. Evanston has now a ulation of 
11,000, It may have a ulation of 50,000 twenty 
years from now. It will never have s population 
to exceed 70,000. The sewage of the largest pop- 
ulation would never affect the lake water two 
miles from shore, and would not at any time get 
within ten miles of the Chicago crib, Mr. Shore 
then cited the case of Chicago in 186i when 
had 160,000 people and had numerous manufactur- 
ing establishments, bfeweries, distilleries, fer- 
tizing factenes, soap works, tanneries, etc. 
Mr. Cheseboro, an engineer of national reputa- 
tion, before locating the crib that year made a 
series of observations to ascertuin accurately 
how far the shore impurities extended. He could 
find none beyond one mile into the lake. Asa 
matter of precaution be located the crib two 
miles from shore, and though Chicago w in 
population fourfold in twenty years, though 
the number of manufacturing establishments 
contributing impurities to the lake multiphed 
tenfold, there was no complaint about sewage 
pollution of Chicago's water supply until a few 
years ago. The complaints since have been gross 
exaggerations, with hardly any basis of fact for a 
foundation, Mr. Shorey said. “ Gen. Sooy Smith 
recently told me.“ said Mr. Shorey, ‘* that he 
was in frequent consultation with Mr. Cheseboro 
at the time of his examination, and he concurred 
in the opinion of Mr. Cheseboro that in 1865 the 
shore impurities did not extend more than one 
mile inte the lake. How long mea,“ asked Mr, 


| Suorey, will it require for the 10.000 people in 
Evanston to increase their population so that 


their sewage will extend,twelve or sixteen miles 
into the laf te Chicago's present or to the fut- 
ure crib, or whe one be conrtructed, if 
the sewage of 160.000 people having breweries, 
distilleries, slaughterhouses, and fertilizing fac- 
tories would not pollute the water more than a 
mile beyond the shore line!“ 

Mr. Shorey clinehed his anti-pollution argu- 
and looked at Mr. Hurd 
as if for reply, but Mr. did not reply. 

A CHEAPER METHOD. 
Mr. added that Mr. Hurd wanted his 
Evanston neighbors to sewer west and into his 
roposed big Gditch, The people of Evanston 
ave not agreed with him in this matter, and 
they have already solved ja their own way, and 
at great expense, the problem of sewage west 
as well as east, and they have found no difficul- 
ty which bas not deen overcome in reaching ali 
lands lying west of the highess ridge, through 
which they have cut a main sewer through to the 
lake, and can cut others whenever they shail be 
necessary. The only reason worthy of considera- 
tion for the propesed Evanston ditch was that 
it would flush the north branch. It might 
do that, but the north branch could 
be flushed more cheaply. use 
of the Evanston ditch for a sewer was an after- 
thought. And why should the people of the Chi- 
cago district be put to aa e nse of at least 
$2,000,000 for this sewer, when by the expenditure 
of a fourth of that sum the north brauch could 
be flushed more effectively? Such a proposition 
was akin to the other wild and preposterous one 
of making the Skokie cutoff at a cost of from 
$5,000,000 to 610,000,000. Neither proposal is nec- 
essary to the solution of Chicago's drain 
problem. The Hering commission, which made 
an exhaustive study of the subject, did not sug- 
gest either plan: | 

At tnis point Judge Prendergast asked Mr.

AGAINST THE SKOKIB. 


Then he proceeded to consider the Skokie. He 
uged all the objections made to it by Mr. Clark 
the day before. It has become evident, he said. 
that the northern limit ot the drainage district 
was fixed on a line near Evanston and the south 
boundary was fixed at Righty-seventh street; 
the one in order to take waterinto the lake out 
of the Desplaines river and the other to take 
water from the lake at Seventy-fifth street toa 
point some two or three miles south of the en- 
trance to the main canal and therefore into. the 
Desplaines. It nad become sufficiently obvious 
that both of these plans were misconceived; that 
the one was altogether useless, and thata far 
better plan could be found for the other. Tue 
Seventy-fifth street scheme had found no favor 
outside of the committee that proposed it, and 
might be laid aside, The Skokie plan ought to 
have found no favor apywhere, and it was 
time to abandon it. It was perfectly 
feasible to carry all the drainage from the terri- 
tory to be included in the Chicago district into 
the Mississippi valley throngh the Mud lake and 
the Calumet depressions. It is true,“ he said, 
“thatthe Hering commission supposed that it 
might be necessary in the solution of the drain- 
age problem to make acutoff from the Desplaines 
river through Bowmanville to the lake. If Mr. 
Hering ever gave his assent to this method it was 
because he was misied as to the supposed legal 
difficulties in eontining the Desplaines to its own 
channel at the Summit. It has been shown to 
the commission. by Mr. Singer, Mr. McElberne, 
and others that the Desplaines is an easily man- 
aged river and thatitis perfectly practicable to 
oe substantially all us waters within its 

anks.“ 

Mr. Shorey then went on to quot from the re- 
port of Gen. Sooy Smith's speech in THE TRW. 
UNE of the Sth inst., asserting that the flood 
waters of the Despiaines could be diverted from 
Chicago and sent down their natural channel for 
a tithe of the sum it would take 10 divert them 
from the Despiaines and into the Skokie, thence 
to the lake.

: a a 


Too Much Territory. : 

CHICAGO, Sept. 26,—[Editor of The Tribune. 
The discretion of the commission now sitting to 
fix the boundaries of the proposed sanitary dis- 
trict is not dy any means an unlimited one, The 
first section of the law under which it is acting 
contains the followmg clause: 

That, whenever any area of. contiguous terri- 
tory within the limits of a single county shall 
contain two or more incorporated cities, towns, 
or Villages and shall be so situated that the 
maintenance of a common outlet for the drain- 
age thereof wili conduce ta the preservation of 
the publie health, the same may be incorporated 
as @ sanitary district under this act.” ete. 3 

It will be seen that under this clause two of 
the essentials of inclusion of territory are, first, 
that it shall have a common outlet for its drain- 
age, and, sevundly, that its inclusion will con- 
duce to the preservation of ite public health,

THE JEWISH NEW YEAR'S DAY, 


Yesterday Ushered in the Year 5650—Cere- 
monies and Origin of the Day. 
Yesterday was Rosh Hashana, the Jewish New 
Year's Gay, ushering in the Hebraic year 5650, 
reckoned from the day of light.” Though rad- 
ical, reformed Judaism does not acknowledge 
that the Mosaic account of the creation fixes the 
exact time of the dawn of day, all unite in cele- 
brating the first day of Tishri in some manner, 
generally in preparation for the day of atone- 
ment. the great Jewish holy day, which foilows 

days. 

289 ceremonies attend the celebration of 
Rosh Hashana among the ultra orthodox Jews, 
especially those not of liberal education. In 
Chicago there are many small congregations. 
New Year’s day they assemble in their places of 
worship and clothe themselves in the vestments 
of death. This grew out of the idea of a 
personal divinity who kept a record of all trans- 
ressions, and the first day of the year would 
udge 2 just and the unjust, condemning some 
to die during the year, and meeting out rewards 
and punishments in lite. Therefore these fol- 
lowers of ancient customs devote the first days 
of the year to repentance and prayers for forgive- 


Aon the Jews of more modern ideas the day 
is observed also as one on which preparations 
should be made for the day of atonement, though 
without the orthodox ceremontals. In Dr. Moses 
syn e yesterday morning the born was 
blown, and even this ceremonial had not been

in the Pentateuch was it alluded to, and 
5 not by name. In one of the Psalms 
of the Maccabean period is the following 
passage, which gave rise to the custom of 
hornbiowing: “The blowing of the trumpet in 
the new moon in the time appoiuted on our 
solemn first day, for this was a statute in Israel 
ano a law of the God of Jacob.” The two pas- 
sages in the Pentateuch appoint a Sabbath to be 
observed with the blowing of horns on the first 
day of the seventh month. From this silence in 
the Bible Jewien archeologists have concluded 
that the day was unknown among the Israelites 
before the days of the Babylonian exile. 

New Year's day was a creation of the pagans, 
and Gomarah or Talmud gives specific direc- 
tions for its observation. Zoreaster ordained 
that the first day of Nisan should be observed, 
the Persians believing that on that day Ormudzt 
created the firmament and on that day would 
adjudge the ungodly. While in Babylon the 
exiled Jews an to celebrate the day on the 
first of Nisan, bat Ezra, the scribe, w I to 
give his nation a distinctive celebration, fixed 
upon the first day of the following month, 
Tishri, and after the restorauon this day 
was observea. The two dates occasioved 
much “controversy among ancient Jewish 
‘theologians, but the later date is now acce 
by all, Jews. orthodox or. nonorthodox.

A WRAPPING PAPER COMBINATION, 
Efforts in Progress to Form a Trust and 
’ Increase Prices. | 

Thirty-five members of the Western Wrapping 
Paper association met at the Sherman house 
yesterday zud appointed a committee to see 
what could be done in the way of forming a 
wrapping paper trust. The movement bas been 
under way since last May, at which time it was 
decided that something must be done to 
strengthen prices. At a meeting held at the 
time a plan was outlined that contemplated the 
formation of a trust, the stock of which was to 
be taken by % per cent of the sixty-six;mills 
then in operation. Efforts to effect this failed. 
At the meeting yesterday those in charge of the 
work explained that the original project was de- 
fective because it did not permit an operator to 
turn his plant in for stock, but required a cash 
purchase. It was discovered that there was not 
enough available cash in the hands of operators 
to do this. After a prolonged discussion it was 


arranged that the operators might turn in their 


mills. It was a:so ed that the combination 
should be made if 75 per cent of the firms can be 
enlisted. 

The committee in charge of the work is: M. B. 
Castle of Sandwich, li. S8. S. Williams of 
Streator, III., and John Halliday of this city. If 
successful the committee is to call a meeting for 
the election of officers. The headquarters of the 
trust will be located in this city or Indianapolis. 

A prominent manufacturer said: “I am confi- 
dent the courbination will be made, because we 
have to do it to save ourselves. Trade is disor- 

anized. At present we are shipping paper from 

isconsin to New York and from Ohio to Wis- 
consin. Prices are down as low as i and $1.20 
per hundred pounds. 

* What will be the capital stock of the trust?“ 

“T don’t know what it will be capitalized at, 
but I think % per cent of the mills will represent 
about $1,000,000. There are eighty-one milis west 
of the Alleghanies. Small mills not counted, 
and those notin operation, cut the number down 
to sixty-six, the basis on which we are working. 
Illinois leads all the states in the number of 
mille. It will affect only the wrapping paper 
trade, and not straw board or print per. e 
mills in the east are so unimpo t that we 
don't take them into consideration. é 

“ How wi.lit affect prices?” 

„We shall raise it only to $1.25. Weshall not 
make it more, because it would be too much of 
an inducement to outsiders. But if we can fix 
the price at $1.25 we can save enough in the 
more economical management through a central 
governing body to make that a profitable price.“ 


WOMEN AFiKKR THE GAMBLERS. 


The First of a Series of Prosecutions Under 
the State Law. 

An organized effort is being made by a number 
of women to carry intggeffect Judge Horton’s 
suggestion régurding gambling. Yesterday Mrs. 
Ella Mary Van Osdell caused the arrest of John 
R. Morris and charged him with vjolating the 
state law, in that he is the keeper of a gambling 
house at No. 170 South Clark street. At the re- 
quest ot Edward O'Brien, for the prosecution, 
the hearing of the case was set for Oct. 2 before 
Justice Eberhardt. The case was taken to the west 
side, because it is claimed that the records on 
the south side are kept in such a slipshod man- 
ner that it may be impossible to prove a first 
conviction. The state gambling law provides 
that the justice courts shall have original juris- 
diction in cases brought under the gambiing law. 
Consequently if indietments gre returned against 
gambiers by the grand jury it will be necessary 
to prove that there has been a first conviction in 
a justice court or the indictments may be quashed. 

‘The state law r that a person convicted 
the fest time of the offense of running a gam- 
blinghouse or renting property to be occupied by 
a gamblinghouse shall be fined $100, and that on 
second conviction the fine shall not be less than 
$500, with the additional penalty of six months in 
the county jail, and on the third conviction that 
the penalty shall be $500 fine and one year in the 
penitentiary. Mrs. Van Osdell and the ladies 
with her intend to toy the cases to the full ex- 
tent of the law. They are taking steps to con- 
vict not only the gamblers themselves but also 
the men who own the buildings. Attorney 
O'Brien said that keepers and owners of buiid- 
ings are liable tor all money lost. After securing 
a conviction they wili proceed in civil courts to 
coliect the sums lost by the victims. 


FAVOR THE CRAWFORD LAW. 


Most of the Ward Clubs Advocate This 
Manner of Holdicg Primaries. 

Some of the Republican committeemen from 
the outlying wards will try to have the primaries 
in those wards run on the go-as-you-please plan.

NO EXCUSE FOR EXISTENCE, 


An Erroneous Impression About the Cook 
County Normal School Corrected. 

Probably the only excuse for maintaining the 
county normal school during the last two years 
has been that if it was not kept going in some 
shape the twenty acre lot on which it stands 
would revert to the original owners. There has 
been an idea that there is a reversionary provis- 
ion in the deeds of the property to the county 
board. This idea has been sedulously cultivat- 
ed, but an examination of the deeds shows that 
it has no basis in fact. The proverty in question 
was deeded by Lewis W. Beck and his wife, 
Philyp Larmon and his wife, and Anthony Ar- 
nett and his wife in consideration of the sum of 
$1 ahd the location of the county normal school 
in Sec. 21, township 88 north. range 13. east of the 
third, principal meridian.”: The county board lo- 
cated the normal school and paid the dollar. It 
is owner of the property in trust for the county, 
therefore, and may use it for any purposes it 
may think fit. It can discontinue the normal 
school without forfeiting the property, and it 
will probably do so after Jan: 1. 

The school costs 830.000 or $40,000 per annum 
and there is nothing to show for the expenditure. 
Since most of the county schools gre now under 
the supervision of the county board, and will be 
supplied with well educated teachers from the 
various high schools, there is absolutely no ex- 
anormal school. It will be 
closed, or. perhaps, rented to the city for a gram- 
mar or & prima ‘Wd relieve overcrowding 
in some of the Englewood districts, or it may be 
made a high s*hoo) for the accommodation of 
the Lake-Hyde Park region.

The discussion of the drainage question be- 
fore the three judges has reached a point 
where it may be assumed that the foliowing 
propositions are plain, if nut Se the: Judeea at

‘First—That it is not contemplated by the 
law that the 600,000 cubic feet of water per 
minute specified therein as the capacity of 


* | the deep cut through the rock shall be fur- 
} nished 


by tne Chicago drainage district 
alone, but shall be the joint contribution of 
the Chicago and Calumet districts after the 
latter shall have cut a channel on the line of 
the Sag. To assume that the Chicago db 
trict is to supply 600,000 cubic feet is to say 
to the Calumet district that it must drain 
into the lake forever or cut a new channel 
for itself all the way to Joliet. The bill re- 
quires that the water in tnis deep cut chan- 
nel shall not have a current exceeding three 
miles an hour, and thus the velocity of the 
| flow cannot be increased m order to make 
room for the Calumet sewage. 
Second—Until the- population of the Chi- 
cago drainage district exceeds 1.500.000 it is 
not required to furnish more than 300,000 
cubic feet of water per minute, It may be 
1910 before the popuiation reaches that num- 
ber, for the great increase a few years hende 
will be in the Catumet region, which is to 
be one vast manufacturing district and will 
also handle the lumber, grain, coal, salt, 
steel, and contain the glue and rendering 
factories. The amount of water the Chicago 
district is thus called on to supply aan be fur- 
nished at a moderate cost through the Chi- 
cago river and the south branch by dredging 
out the bottom, cutting off the beads, widen- 
ing the narrows, and setting back the bridges 
of the soutn branch. It must also be re- 
membered that the law does not require that 
the full 600,000 cubic feet of water shall be 
sent down the Desplaines and the Iflinois till 


| the general government has so improved 
either of those rivers that it shall be capable 


of receiving that much water, and shall pro- 
vide for the payment of all damages which 
any extra overflow over 300,000 cubic feet 
shall cause private property. It is not till 
this bas been done that the Chicago district 
is required to enlarge its cut through the 
clay, which is made at first with a 300, 000 
feet capacity. 

Third—Everybody has been convinced that 
the long diagonal eanad which Hurd proposed 
to cut from Cheltenham Beach north west- 
ward, through Hyde Park and Lake, at a 
cost of a dozen millions for excavating, land 
damages, and bridges—as it would be spanned 
dy twenty or thirty long, steel travel bridges, 
to gay nothing of railroad ones, and cutting 
Hyde Park and Lake asunder, as the west 
and north and south divisions are separated— 
has had its deathbiow and will not be heard 
ot again. Were it believed by the people 
that the drainage trustees could favor such a 
costly and unnecessary speculative scheme 
they would vote down the druinage bill and 
put an effectual quietus on the whole matter. 
That which must needs be done will cost 


enough without adding on millions for specu- 


lative canals. 

Fourth—The commissioners must have 
seen that the Calumet basin will before 
many years have passed be one, of great 
importance. The coatse, heavy manu- 
facturing of the city will all de car- 
ried on there. The glue works—the stink 
factories of ail kinds—will go there and will 
add to the necessity for sewage disposal in 
that region. It will not be long before there 
will be an immense manufacturing com- 
munity south of Fifty-seveuth street which 
will require a drainage channel with a ca- 
pacity eventually of not less than 250,000 cubic 
feet per minute. This will not come at once. 
In a few years it will be found necessary to 
cut a ditch carrying 100,000 cubic feet, which 
may be enlarged as convenience dictates 
from decade to decade, just as Chicago 
‘is not called on to enlarge the 
canal to a 300,000 cubic feet channel. 
As the Calumet is to be a drainage district 
of such importance the commissioners must 
see—the people do—that it should not be 
robbed of a foot of territory which rigutfuily 
belongs to it. It will need it ali, from Fifty- 
seventh street southward. No land which 
naturally drains to the Calumet should be in- 
cluded in the Chicago basin. | 

Fifth—It is plain to the people, if not to the 
commissioners, that all the water which the 
Chicago district is required to furnish till its 
population exceeds a million and a half can 
be sent at moderate cost through the bouth 
| branch in the manner indicated above. Ifa 
‘ttle more is needed it can be had by means 
of a covered conduit with a capacity of 50.000

In his able and interesting address before 
American Bankers’ association, now in 
session at Kansas City, Mr. William P. St. 


John of New York advanced the rather | 


novel suggestion that the monthly silver 
coinage be doubled, and that as fast as cer- 
tificates are issued a like amount of green- 
backs be retired until the legal tender notes 
are entirely wiped out and replaced by cer- 
tificates representing silver com. He in- 
sisted also that the silver certificates be 
made a full legal tender and argued at con- 
siderable length in support of his general 
proposition. 

It is difficult to see what advantage there 
would be in making coin certificates a legal 
tender when they are convertible at any 
time into gold or silver. The certificates are 
mere chegks or receipts calling for coin but 
better suited to circulation than the metal 
they represent. But whether issues of cer- 
tificates tp take the place of other currency 
be made legal tender or not Mr. St. John 
may rest assured they will be employed to re- 
tire the national bank notes before they are 
used to displace the greenbacks. The cur- 
rency which costs the people most and which 
is controlled in volume by the banks will 
surely be the first to go. 

While Mr. St. John’s proposition has novel 
features and seems strangely favorable to 
dilver, it is hard to believe there is anything 
back of it except the old desire of the bank- 
ers to get rid of the legal tender green backs. 
With the greenbacks out of the way and the 
silver coinage so regulated that the certifi- 
cates would merely take the place of legal 
tender notes, and could not add te the amount 
of money in circulation, it would be in the 
power of the banks to expand or contract the 
national bank notes as might serve their in- 
terest. They would control the only flex:vle 
currency and could make money scarce or 
plenty as they saw fit. The banks would be 
glad no doubt to wrest this power entirely 
from the government and possess it them- 
selves, — 

It is true that Mr. St. John seems to con- 
template the speedy retirement of the na- 
tional bank notes, but whether that is done 
or not there is no reason to suppose the banks 
have lost all desire to take the place of the 
government as an issuer of currency and 
with power to expand or contract the amount 
in circulation. The old laws which permit- 
ted the issuance of circulating notes by state 
banks arp all on the statute books. If the 
greenbacks and national bank notes were 
tired there would remain nly one obs 
in the way of Issuing state bank notes for 
circulation. Congress would have to repeal 
the 10 per cent tax on such issues, With the 
greenbacks out of the way and a limit put to 
the amount of silver certificates the banks 
could force Congress to do so and could re- 
tire their national currency and make the 
people take the state issues instead. Na- 
tional bonds yield only about 3 per cent, 
while state and municipal securities pay 5 
and 6. To substitute one class of circulation 
pledges for the other would add many mill- 
jous annually to the income of the banks. 
Besides, the banks would then have virtual 
exclusive control over the amount of money 
in circulation. The people wiil not tolerate 
any steps in that direction. They will insist 
that silver certificates be issued to take the 
place of national bank notes and that the 
greenback circulation be left undisturbed. 


TALKING ABOUT A VANISHING SURPLUS. 
During the course of his remarks to the 
New York Republican state convention day 


before yesterday Mr. Chauncey M. Depew | 


spoke thus: 

The surplus in the treasury, which has consti- 
tuted so large a factor in the discussion and at- 
tempted legislation, still exists and increases. 
All parties admit its evils and its dangers are 
transparent, but the surplus is not money to be 
triſled with or squande It belongs to the peo- 


ple and represents unnecessary taxation, The 


effort to dispose of it led to the extraordinary at- 
tempt to put in force the experiment of reducing 
the surplus by destroying the prosperity which 
made it possible. For the first time in fifteen 
years the Republican party is in possession of 
the exenutive and legislative branches of the 
government. The whole responsibility now de- 
volves — — them. They accept it, confident in 
their ability to wisely administer the trust. The 
surplus will be reduced by removing unneces- 
sary burdens and adjusting taxation upon pri- 
vate lings. Interna revenue and tariff iaws are 
never pérfect, but when they are reformed by 
their friends, as they will be during the comin 

session of Co and the administration of 


| — President, the modification will remove un- 


sary taxation without impairing in any de- 
— the bedrock principle of protection of 
American industries. 


It is clear from these artless observations 
that Mr. Depew while abroad did not keep 
up with the course of events at home, and 
did not allow for the rapidity with which the 
supposed surplus is fading away. When he 
went abroad there may have been talk of a 
surplus. There is less talk of it now. The 
appropriations made by the last Congress 
for public buildings ail over the country, 
made by that one and the previous Con- 
gresses, for the new navy and for other pur- 
poses, had been reducing it. The rapid 
growth of the pension expensesis eating 
up what the navy and public buildings leave. 
This coming Congress will greatiy enlarge 
that demand on the treasury. It is generally 
believed by tne leaders of both parties that 
the dependent pension bill will pass. If it 
does there will be no more talk of surpluses. 
For there are other expenses which will also 
increase, The navy, just founded, must be 
built up. National honor and safety alike 
demand it. So many congressmen have 
made pledges to secure the erection of public 
buildings in their districts that they can 
force them through. The rivers ana har- 
bors perpetually cry for more. The sinking 
fund must be maintained. Where is the 
surplus to come from? With a pension roll 
already exceeding what it costs to maintain 
the two largest standing armies of Europe, 
and sute to be greatly increased, it may be- 
come necessary to reénact some of the old 
tras oe ae sell some bonds and add to the 

bt. 

With these things certain to come, what 
nonsense for Gen. Mahone to march up and 
down Virginia talking about the “repeal of 
internal revenue taxes,“ or to promise that 
the totacco tax will be abolished, Supposing 
the tax on tobacco were abolished. The 
treasury would lose thirty millions, which 
would have to be made good from nome other 
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. because 
were it removed tne Virginia tobacco grower 


would not get a cent more for his crop, the 
price of which is fixed by foreign competi- 
tion; nor would the consumer paya cent 
less on his cigars or smoking or chewing to- 
bacco. What the government lost the mid- 
dleman would get. 

Therefore it is the part of wisdom for ora- 
tors on both sides of the political fence, Re- 
publicans and Democrats alike, to cross the 
surplus off their list of subjects for aiscus- 
sion. Carlisie and Cleveland on one side 
and Mahone and Depew on the other must 
find something else to talk or write about 
than the evils of a surplus or the repeal of 
internal revenue taxes. The rising tide of 
public expenditure, which neither party can 
beat back any more than Canute could the 
swelling floods of ocean, will in a short time 
set the financiers to levying new taxes 
rather than repeating old ones. 


THE § SKOKIE CUTOFF GANG. 

The officers and citizens of Evanston who 
have appeared before the drainage commis- 
sioners have turned the calcium light on the 
Skokie cutoff scheme and its promoters and 
have shown the people what they are. It is 
apparent that this project, the cost of which 
has been deliberately faisified, had been 
seized on by cunning and unscrupulous men 
for the purposes of a grand real estate specu- 
lation, the millioos of expense to be footed 
by the drainage district and the possible 
millions of profit to pe reaped by them. Hav- 
ing secured control of the swamp lands west 
of the Evanston ridge they deliberately 
plotted to have them drained and improved 
at the public expense. Getting options on 
the land along the upper course of the north 
branch they schemed to have it deepened 
and improved by the district for their special 
good. The interests of drainage were to be 
damaged, perhaps beyond remedy, the tax- 
payers of the district were to be burdened, 
but they were to have their lande drained 
and their river frontage made more valuable. 


- While pretending to. be friends of a city in 


which they do not live, and claiming to be 
working in its behalf, they were looking only 
at their own selfish ends. Their seeming 
zeal for sanitation, for pure water, for a 
clean city was the disguise they used to 
hide the fact that We, Us & Co.” were the 
persons they were working for. 

These gentlemen pleaded tearfully for the 
diversion of the “storm waters of the Des- 
plaines “for the sake of Chicago.” They 
might, they said, come down some night like 
u wolt on the fold, through the Ogden ditch, 
and flood the southwest quarter. How sin- 
cere they were in this is shown by the fact 
that their Skokie monstrosity contemplates 
building a dam of clay and loam across the 
north branch and then huriing against, that 
earthen barrier the million cubic feet a 
minute ot the Despiaines storm waters, 
striking it while runamg with a fall of five 
feet to the mile. The stream with that head 
would sweep away that flimsy obstacle, as 
the Johnstown dam was swept away, and the 
raging, roaring Desplaines storm flood they 
talk so much about would come whirling 
down on North Chicago and Lake View. But 
they are willing to sacrifice those sections if 
the Skokie “cutoff” with its commercial“ 
advantages may be secured by them, as their 
desperate efforts clearly show. 

The bottom has been knocked out of the 
grab, however. The speculators will never 
be able to realize on their hopes and their 
options. As far as they have secured options, 
if any, expecting the people of Chicago to 
improve them by digging a ship canal through 
there, they are stuck. They have wasted 
their time at Springfield, their “ disinter- 
ested "’ labors in the preparation of the pe- 


| tition, the floods of specious talk before the 


commissioners: They and their specula- 
tions, their Skokie and Bowmanville cutoffs 
and north branch improvement, are “in the 
soup.”

She is far more easily 
handled than the large ocean steamers of her 
own size—4,500 tons displacement—some of 
which cannot stop themselves inside of half 
amile from “full speed ahead” on the giv- 
ing of tne signal, and whose times for cir- 
cling far exceed those required of the 
Chicago, which can make a full circle turn in 
a fraction over eight minutes. Not the 
slightest defect was detected in the working 
of the machinery. It is understood that she 
will be sent to thejEuropean station, where 
an American warshipis badly needed, The 
only one there now is the Enterprise, a small 
wooden corvette. The Chicago is not as im- 
mense as some of the great European iron- 
clads, though the largest vessel commis- 
sioned in the American navy to date, but she 
will do more credit to this country than any 
American warship which has been seen in 
those waters for many years. The speed 
tests of the Yorktown have aiso been made 
and show that she is the fastest vessel as yet 
in regular commission. She made a mean of 
16.68 knots an hour or .55 Knot more an hour 
than in the official trial off tne capes of Dela- 
ware. The pumps proved to be inefficient, 
but no othér fault could be detected with the 
machinery, the engines working mag- 
nificently.

A CURE FOR YELLOW FEVER. 


Dr. George M. Sternberg Tella of His Inter- 
esting Kesearches. 

BALrtuonx, Md., Sept. 2%.—Dr. George M. 
Sternberg, major and surgeon, United States 
army, bas just returned from a six months’ 
stay in Cuba, where he has been continuing 
his résearches with reference to the cause 
and prevention of yellow fever. K 

He found in the hospitals a sufficient num- 
ber of cases, and in the course of the sum- 
mer made thirty autopsies. He has brought 
with him specimens in alcohol and cultures 
of microbes with which he will continue his 
investigations during the winter at the 
Johns Hopkins university. At the end of 


this time he hopes to present a general re- 


port of his investigations to President Har- 
risan. 

“My researches up to the present,“ said 
Dr. Sternberg, have not led to a positive 
demonstration of the specific cause of the 
disease. But I have isolated a considerable 
number of pathogenic bacilii—disease-pro- 
ducipg germs—from the intestines of yellow 
fever cases and have strong hopes that one 
or more of these may prove to be the specific 
germ. I have confirmed my @revious con- 
clusions as to the absence of specific microbe 
organism in the biood and tissues of the pa- 
tients, and have failed to find in any of 
cases the rm which Dr. Frere of B 
has claimed to be the cause of the disease. 
For this reason I have given my atten- 
tion entirely w the bacili of the alimentary 
canal. Asnone of the lower animals are 
subject to yellow fever, and inoculation will 
therefore be impossible, it will be extremely 
difficult to arrive at a positive demonstra- 
tion. It will, moreover, be necessary to 
make exteusive comparative researches to 
ascertain the character of the bacterial flora 
in the intestines in other diseases. I have 
solated a long list of unknown and unde- 
scribed bacteria found in the digestive sys- 
tein of yellow fever patients. But I have yet 
to prove that some of these are uniformly 
constant in this disease and are not found in 
others. For instance, in ail my researches I

Kansas Crry, Mo., Sept. 26.—At the con- 
vention today a resolution from tne New

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AMONG THE RAILROADS. 


A PROPOSITION TO ADVANCE KANSAS 
AND NEBRASKA THROUGS RATES. 


The Maintenance of High Local Rates to 
the Missouri River Causes Serious Com- 
plaints Among Merchants—Local Rates 
Will Have to Be Reduced or Through 
Rates Advanced—Chairman Walker to 
Solve the Problem—Misceliangous Rall- 
road News. : 

The competition between the various roads 
having lines west of the Missouri river has 
materially reduced the rates between Chica- 
go and through points in Kansas and Ne- 
braska, wulle the rates locally to Missouri 
river points, both from points east and west 
of tne river, have been steadily maintained 
on the former high basis. The result is that 
in most instances the through rates to and 
from Kansas ana Nebraska points are ma- 
terially lower than the sum of the. locals. 

Consequently merchants at through points 

have a gréat advantage over those at inter- 

mediate points. The shippers and merchants 
at tne Missouri river points have been seri- 


ously affected by this state of affairs, and 


for months have been clamoring for rclief. 
While the railroads admit that the existing 
differences between the through and local 
rates are detrimental to the Missouri river 
merchants and jobbers, they have been un- 
able to agree upon a plan whereby the 
through rates could be brought more into 
conformity with the local rates. 

The troubie could be easily adjusted by a 
reduction in the local rates both between 
Chicago anti the Missouri river and from 
points in Kansas and Nebraska to the Mis- 
souri river, This woula be the fair and 
proper course to pursue, as the present rates 
from Chicago locally to the Missouri river 
are nearly twice as high as the rates locaily 
from Chicago to St. Paul, although the dis- 
tances are nearly the same, the rate on first- 
class freight to the Missouri river being 75 
cents per 100 pounds, against 40 cents to St. 
Paul. But, unfortunately for Missoufi river 
merchants, ere is no Burlington & North- 
ern in the Missouri river territory nor have 
the Missouri river roads.to meet any Lake 
Superior of Canadian Pacific competition. 
To make reductions voluntarily, without be- 
ing forced jo do 80 by outside competition, 
is against their principle, and consequently 
they will not listen to any proposition to re- 
duce rates ly. But to leave the rates as 
tney are is im ble. The Missouri river 
merchants will no longer submit to pay more 
freight than thew competitors at points 
many miles west of 0 uri riv- 
er. Therefore a proposition has been 
under consideration to advance the through 
rates and thus bring them more iato con- 
formity with the sum of the two locals. The 
difficulty in the way of the adoption of this 
scheme is not the reluctance on the part of 
any of the roads, to advance the rates to 
through points, but the refusal of the roads 
having through liaes east and west of the 
river to enter intoan arrangement to give 
lines terminating at the Missouri river a 
mpete with them at equal terms. 
All efforts having failed to settle the difii- 
culty one way or tne other it was firally 


agreed to bring the matter before Chairman 


Walker of the Interstate Commerce Rail- 
way associ and let him decide it. The 
representatives of the various roads in the 
Western Freight and Trans-Missouri associa- 
uops appeared before him yesterday and 
submitted arguments for and against the 
proposition to advance through rates to and 
from points in Kansas and Nebruska. 


Rates of Dock Coal to Be Reduced. 

Chairman Walker has issued a call fora 
special meeting of the board of managers or 
the Interstate Commerce Railway associa- 
uon for Wednesday, Oct. 2, at 10 a. m. The 
subject to be considered is the application of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul to estab- 
lish as low a rate on dock coal, all kinds, from 
Chicago and Milwaukee to points in interior 
Iowa, Minnesota, and Dakota on its line as 
prevails from Lake Superior points. The 
question of rates on dock coal from Chicago 
and Lake Süpertor points to points in the 
west was brought before Mr. Walker several 
weeks ago, when the St. Paul and the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern had inaugurated a war 
which promised to become quite serious. On 
Mr. Walker’s suggestion the St. Paul and 
Northwestern adjusted their troubles and 
restored rates. Butitappears the agreement 
they then entered into has not been kept, 
and the bulk of the coal from eastern points 
going west via Duluth and otner Lake Su- 
perior ports the Milwaukee & St. Paul vro- 
poses to meet the rates made via Lake Su- 
perior points from Chicago and Milwaukee. 


Mr. Streng Denies a Rumor. 

Boston, Mass., Sept. 26.—[Special.]—The 
report that Mr, Strong had accepted the pres- 
idency. of the Missouri Pacific created a 
good deal of taik among State street brokers.

Seeing Defferman was under the influence of 


liquor, Haller said he had better go and look 


after his six motherless children instead of 
looking for a fight. Haller went upstairs
